REGISTRATION  OP  VOTERS. 


A   BILL 
Entitled,  an  Act  relating  to  the  Registration  of  the  Voters  of 

the  State. 

■  Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland, 

That  there  shall  be  appointed  b}'  the  Governor  from  among 
the  citizens  of  the  State,  most  known  for  loyalty  and  firm- 
ness, three  persons  for  each  ward  in  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
and  for  each  election  district  in  the  several  counties  of  the 
State,  who  shall  be  styVT  Officers  of  Registration,  who  shall 
register  the  names  of  all  free  white  male  persons  claiming 
and  entitled  to  the  right  of  elective  franchise,  resident  in  or 
temporarily  absent  from  the  several  wards  oi  the  city  of  Bal- 
timore, and  the  several  election  districts  in  the  counties,  in 
the  manner  herein  prescribed,  and  the  said  officers  of  regis- 
tration shall  receive  for  their  services  the  sum  of  three  dollars 
for  each  and  every  day  occupied  and  required  in  discharging 
the  duties  imposed  on  them  under  this  Act,  any  two  of 
whom  shall  be  competent  to  act,  and  any  vacancies  in  any 
board  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor  from  among  the  citizens 
of  the  State  as  herein  provided,  most  known  for  loyality, 
firmness  and  uprightness.  All  officers  of  registration,  before 
entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as  such,  shall 
take  the  oath  prescribed  in  the  Constitution,  and  subscribe 
the  same  in  the  book  of  registration  for  their  respective  wards 
or  election  districts. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  enacted,  That  the  Governor  shall,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  appoint  three  per- 
sons as  officers  of  registration,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
register  the  soldiers  of  this  Stare,  in  the  military  service  of  the 
United  Stales,  who  are  absent  from  their  regular  places  of  vot- 
ing, on  account  of  such  service,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
officers  of  registration  to  visit  different  regiments,  camps  and 
hospitals,  or  other  posts  where  said  soldiers  may  be,  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  and  registering  all  such  citizens  of 
this  State,  who  shall  or  may  be  qualified  to  vote  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  and 


said  officers  of  registration  shall  perform  said  duty  in  like 
manner,  as  is  required  in  other  sections  of  this  Act,  and  shall 
return  their  books  or  lists  of  registration  for  the  different 
counties  and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  to  such  officer  of  registra- 
tion in  the  said  city  or  counties,  as  the  Governor  shall  desig- 
nate, on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-five,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers 
of  registration,  to  whom  such  returns  shall  be  made,  to  cause 
the  names  so  returned,  to  be  registered  in  the  several  election 
districts  of  their  respective  counties,  or  wards  in  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  in  which  said  soldiers  reside,  or  are  entitled  to 
vote;  and  in  addition  to  the  per  diem  allowed  by  this  Act  to 
officers  of  registration,  they  shall  be  allowed  their  necessary 
traveling  expenses  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  imposed  by 
this  Act. 

Sec.  3,  Be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  offi- 
cers of  registration,  after  having  received  the  register  of  said 
soldiers,  to  furnish  a  certified  copy  of  the  duly  qualified  voters 
on  such  lists,  to  the  County  Commissioners  of  the  several 
counties,  and  the  Mayor  and  city  Council  of  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  October  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-five,  to  be  by  them  transmitted  to  the  Judges  ap- 
pointed to  take  the  votes  of  the  said  soldiers,  as  directed   by 

law.

Sec.  4.  Be  it  enacted,  That  the  Governor  shall  cause  to  be 

prepared  suitable  books  for  the  registration  of  names  and 
facts  required  by  this  act,  to  be  furnished  to  said  officers  of 
registration  in  each  ward  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  and  election 
district  of  the  several  counties,  at  the  cost  of  said  city  and  the 
rt'Speclive  counties;  said  books  to  be  so  arranged  as  to  admit  of 
the  alphabetical  classification  of  the  names,  and  ruled  in  parallel 
columns,  on  which  shall  be  entered  :  first,  the  name  of  the 
person  registered;  second,  sworn;  third,  his  age;  fourth,  the 
[)lace  of  his  birth;  fitth,  the  time  of  residence  in  the  city  of 
Baltimore  and  election  precinct  or  county,  and  election  dis- 
trict; sixth,  if  naturalized,  the  date  of  the  papers  and  the 
court  by  which  issued;  seventh,  disqualification;  eight,  qualfi- 
ed  voter. 

Sec.  5.  Beit  enacted,  That  the  said  officers  of  registration 
shall  ascertain  and  register  the  names  of  every  white  male 
person  resident  and  temporarily  absent,  of  their  wards  or 
election  district,  and  after  recording  the  surname  and  chris- 
tian name,  shall  administer  to  such  person  the  oath  of  allegi- 
ance as  prescribed  by  the  fourth  section  of  Article  first  of  the 
Constitucion,  and  the  further  oath,  that  he  will  make  true 
answers  to  such  questions  as  they  propound  to  him  touching 
his  right  to  registration  and  voting,  and  enter  in  the  proper 
column  the  fact  whether  such  person  has  or  has  not  been 
sworn;  third  the  age  of  such  person;  fourth,  the  place  of  hrs 


birth;  fifth,  the  time  he  has  resided  in  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
or  the  connty  in  which  he  is  to  be  registered;  sixth,  if  natur- 
alized, the  date  of  his  final  paj)cr  or  certificate  of  naturaliza- 
tion, ^nd  tlie  court,  county  and  State  whence  issued;  seventh,  if 
disqualified,  the  cause  or  reason  of  disqualification,  whether 
non-residence,  non-age,  alienage,  infamy,  lunatic  or  non 
compos  mentis,  disloyalty  under  the  fourth  section  of  Article 
first  of  the  Constitution,  or  bribery  as  described  in  the  filth  sec- 
tion of  said  first  Article;  eighth,  the  name  of  qualified  voters, 
omitting  from  said  column  the  names  of  disqualifiei  persons, 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  names  of  witnesses  by  whom 
disqualification  was  proven,  if  the  disqualifying  cause  arises 
from  the  provisions  of  the  fourth  or  fifth  sections  of  said 
Article. 

Sec.  6.  Be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  offi- 
cers of  registration,  before  entering  any  name  on  the  register 
of  voters,  to  diligently  enquire  and  ascertain  that  such  per- 
son has  not  done  any  of  the  acts  which  are  declared  in  the 
third,  fourth  and  fifth  sections  of  the  said  first  Article  of  the 
Constitution  as  causes  of  disqualification,  and  if  the  evidence 
brought  to  their  knowledge  shall  satisfy  them  that  he  is  dis- 
qualified under  either  of  said  sections,  they  shall  not  enter  his 
name  as  a  voter  in  said  eighth  column  or  register  of  qualified 
voters,  but  shall  carefully  exclude  it  therefrom,  notvvitlistand- 
ing  he  may  have  taken  the  oath  of  allegiance  prescribed  in 
section  four  of  said  first  Article  ot  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  7.  Be  it  enacted,  That  the  officers  of  registration  shall 
not  allow  the  name  of  any  foreign  born  citizen  or  resident  to 
be  entered  in  said  eighth  column,  or  register  of  qualified  vo- 
ters, unless  his  naturalization  papers  be  produced  and  exhibi- 
ted to  them,  and  by  them  be  endorsed  with  the  date  of  their 
exhibition,  and  entering  in  the  sixth  column  the  facts  required 
in  the  third  section  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  8.  Be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
officers  of  registration  to  enter  in  the  said  register  of  qualified 
voters  the  name  of  every  person  who  shall  apply  to  them  to 
be  registered,  and  who  shall  satisfy  them  that  he  is  qualified 
to  vote  under  the  provisions  of  the  first  Article  of  the  Consti- 
tution and  the  laws  of  this  State,  or  who  shall  prove  to  their 
satislaction  that  he  will  be  of  age  and  so  qualified  to  vote  on 
or  before  the  day  of  the  next  ensuing  election. 

Sec.  9.  Beit  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
officers  of  registration,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  meet  and  sit 
at  some  convenient  place  in  the  several  wards  of  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  and  the  several  election  districts  of  the  respective 
counties  for  which  they  shall  be  appointed,  the  first  Tuesday 
and  Wednesday  of  every  week,  from  the  first  Monday  in 
August  to  third  Wednesday  of  September  inclusive,  for  the 
purpose  of  discharging  their  duties  as  officers  of  registration, 


according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  they  shall  givc^ 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting   at  least   ten   days., 
before  the  day  of  their  first  meeting,   by  publication  in  three^ 
newspapers  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  one  of  which  shall    be 
published  in  the  German    language,    and  one  or    more  n'ews- 
paj)ers  in  each  county  having  the  largest  circulation,  and  al- 
so by  handbills  posted  at  such  public  places  as  they  may  se- 
lect in  the  several  precincts  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  and  elec- 
tion districts  of  the  several  counties,  and  in  case  of  making  a 
change  in  the  place  of  meeting,  they  shall  at  once  publish  in 
said  papers  notice  of  such  change,  as  herein  prescribed,  said 
notices  and  publications  to    be  paid  for  by  the   Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  the  County  Commissioners  of 
the  several  counties. 

Sec.  10.  Be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  officers  of  registration, 
for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  them  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duty,  shall  at  their  fi.rst  meeting  appoint  one,  or  if  they  shall 
deem  it  expedient,  two  persons  to  act  as  clerks^  who  shall  be 
qualified  and  take  the  oath  as  required  of  said  <D,fficers  of  reg- 
istration, and  the  said  officers  of  registration  may  from  time 
to  time  dispense  with  the  services  of  one  of  said  clerks,  as 
they  may  deem  expedient^  and  the  said  officers  of  registra- 
tion shall  sit  on  the  days  of  meeting,  for  the  purpose  of  regis- 
tration, from  nine  o'clock  until  five  o'clock,. -P.  M. 

Sec.  11.  Beit  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  offi- 
cers of  registration,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  said  third 
Wednesday  in  September,  and  before  the  second  Saturday  of 
October,  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made,  ah  alphabetical  list  of 
all  the  names  of  persons  registered  by  them  as  qualified  vo- 
ters, and  cause  the  same  to  be  printed  and  made  public  by 
handbills  set  up  in  at  least  ten  of  the  most  public  places  in 
their  several  wards  or  election  districts,  and  to  publish  the 
same  in  at  least  two  of  the  newspapers  in  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, one  of  which  shall  be  published  in  the  German  lan- 
guage, and  in  one  newspaper  in  each  county  having  the 
largest  circulation,  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  Tuesday 
succeeding  the  first  Monday  in  November,  accompanying 
said  lists  with  a  notice  for  all  persons  interested  to  appear 
before  them  at  the  place  and  during  the  hour  of  registration_, 
on  the  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  next  preceding  the  said 
Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  to  show  any 
omissions  or  other  errors  in  said  lists,  at  which  time,  the  list 
of  qualified  voters  shall  be  corrected  and  finally  closed,  and 
two  fair  copies  of  said  corrected  register  of  voters  shall  be 
completed,  and  one  copy  thereof  shall  be  lodged  by  the  offi- 
cers of  registration,  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of 
the  county _,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Btdtimore 
city,  and  the  other  fair  copy  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Judges 
of  Election,  at  or  before  nine  o'clock  of  the  morning  of  elec- 


tion,  and  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  they  shall  separate  lists 
into  precincts.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of 
registration  for  the  several  wards  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  to 
j)repare  their  lists  of  voters  according  to  the  sub-divisions  of 
wards  into  precincts,  registering  the  voters  of  their  several 
wards,  so  as  to  designate  the  election  precinct  of  the  ward  in 
which  is,  or  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  and  shall  deliver  one 
copy  of  the  list  of  voters,  for  such  precinct,  to  the  Judges-  of 
Election,  for  such  precinct  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  12.  Be  it  enacted,  That  the  officers  of  registration  shall 
lodge  with  the  said  Clerks  of  the  Circuit  Courts  and  the  Ck-rk 
of  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  city  on  or  before  the  day 
of  election,  one  copy  of  the  register  of  qualified  voters,  which 
list  shall  be  recorded  by  the  said  Clerk  among  the  records  of 
the  said  court,  subject  to  examination  as  other  records  of  said 
court,  and  they  shall  also  deposit  with  said  clerk  the  books  of 
registration  provided  for  in  the  second  section  of  this  Act  to 
be. by  him  safely  kept  and  preserved  among  the  records  of 
said  court  subject  to  the  dispositions  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  13.  Be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  officers  of  registration 
while  discharging  the  duties  imposed  by  this  Act,  shall  have 
and  exercise  the  powers  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  for  thi3  pre- 
servation of  order  around  the  place  of  registration;  may  com- 
pel the  attendance  ol  witness  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
the  qualifications  or  disqualifications  of  persons  registered  ; 
they  shall  have  power  to  issue  summons,  attachments  and 
commitments  of  any  Sheriff  or  Constable^  who  shall  serve 
such  process,  as  if  issued  by  a  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court,  or 
a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  shall  receive  the  same  fees  and  in 
the  same  manner  as  allowed  by  law  in  State  cases. 

Sec.  14.  Be  it  enacted,  That  for  the  purpose  of  correcting 
said  list  of  qualified  voters,  after  the  first  general  election 
held  under  this  Act,  by  the  addition  of  the  names  and  per- 
sons having  come  of  age,  acquired  legal  residence,  been  na- 
turalized or  otherwise,  and  by  striking  from  such  register  of 
voters  the  names  of  persons  removed  from  the  county  or  State, 
by  death  or  other  causes  of  disqualification  ;  there  shall  be 
designated  or  appointed  by  the  Governor,  annually,  one  officer 
of  registration  in  like  manner  as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  who 
shall  be  qualified  in  like  manner  and  have  and  exercise  all 
the  powers  herein  conferi^d  on  the  three  original  officers  of 
registration,  so  far  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  correction  of 
the  list  of  voters  and  books  of  registration  rendered  necessary 
by  the  provisions  of  sections  three,  four  and  five  of  the  first 
Article  of  the  Constitution,  and  the  action  of  the  General 
Assembly. 

Sec.  15.  Be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  officer  of  registration 
shall  sit  for  the  correction  of  the  said  list  of  voters  and  the 
register  of  names  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section  eight  of 
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this  Act,  and  for  this  purpose  it  shall  "be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Circuit  Court  at  such  time  to  hand  over  the  said  list 
and  hooks  to  the  said  officer  of  registration  who  shall  proceed 
in  the  manner  hereinhefore  mentioned,  to  correct  said  list  and 
hook  of  registration,  so  that  the  names  of  all  persons  legally 
entitled  to  vote  shall  appear  thereon,  and  the  names  of  those 
disqualified  shall  appear  on  the  hook  of  registration,  with  the 
cau'se  of  disqualification  in  like  manner  as  in  the  original 
registration,  and  when  he  shall  have  completed  his  work  he 
shall  dispose  of  ^■•aid  lists  and  hooks  as  hereinhefore  provided 
for.  But  said  officer  of  registration  shall  not  put  on  the  list 
of  voters  the  name  of  any  person  who  was  entered  on  the  ori- 
ginal book  of  registration  as  disqualified  under  the  third, 
fourth  or  fifth  sections  of  Article  first  of  the  Constitution, 
without  full  legal  proof  that  such  disqualification  has  been 
removed  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  said  sections  of  said  Ar- 
ticle in  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  16.  Be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  who  has  been 
registered  as  a  legal  voter  in  one  district  or  precinct,  shall  re- 
move into  another,  he  shall  take  from  the  officers  or  the  Clerk 
of  the  Court  in  which  said  lists  or  books  may  be  disposited  a 
certificate  of  the  facts  of  his  registration  in  such  district  or 
precinct,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  registration 
to  notify  each  other  of  such  removal^  certificates  and  re-reg- 
istration, and  unless  the  provisions  of  this  section  are 
complied  with  such  persons  shall  not  be  registered  as  a  legal 
voter  in  such  district  or  precinct,  and  such  certificates  shall  be 
filed  with  the  list  of  voters  or  book  of  registration  in  the  of- 
fice of  said  clerks. 

Sec.  17.  Be  it  enacted,  That  in  case  any  county  or  city  shall 
be  divided  so  as  portions  of  different  electoral  districts  for  the 
election  of  Congressmen,  Senator,  Delegate  or  other  officer  or 
officers,  a  person  to  be  entitled  to  vote  for  such  officer  or  of- 
ficers must  have  been  a  resident  of  that  part  of  the  county  or 
city  in  which  he  offers  to  vote  for  six  months  next  preceeding 
the  election,  and  be  registered  therein  as  a  qualified  voter, 
hut  a  person  who  shall  have  acquired  a  residence  in  such 
county  or  city  and  been  registered  as  a  qualified  voter,  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  election  district  or  precinct  from 
which  he  removed  until  he  shall  have  acquired  a  residence  in 
the  part  of  the  county  or  city  to  which  he  has  removed,  and 
the  officer  or  officers  of  registration  shall  not  strike  from  the 
list  of  voters  the  name  of  such  person  or  transfer  the  same 
until  after  such  election. 

Sec.  18.  Be  it  enacted,  That  i\\e  Judges  of  Election  shall 
not  receive  or  deposit  the  ballot  of  any  person  until  they  have 
found  his  name  on  the  list  or  register  of  qualified  voters,  and 
have  checked  it  thereon,  and  the  names  of  voters  shall  be  en- 
tered on  the  poll  book,  and  numbered  in  the  order  of  voting, 


and  the  number  of  the  name  on  the  poll  book  shall  be  en- 
dorsed by  the  Judge  receiving  the  ballot,  before  depositing  it 
in  the  ballot  box,  and  no  ballot  shall  be  counted  which  is  found 
to  be  without  such  endorsement,  and  no  Judge  or  Clerk  of 
Election  shall  make  or  keep  any  note  or  memorandum,  or 
give  any  information  directly  or  indirectly,  by  which  any  per- 
son might  unlawfully  obtain  knowledge  of  the  contents  of 
any  ballot,  and  as  soon  as  the  ballots  shall  have  been  counted 
and  tallied,  they  shall  be  carefully  enclosed  in  an  envelope  or 
envelopes,  tied  and  sealed,  and  endorsed  with  the  number  of 
the  precinct,  ward  of  the  city  and  election  district  of  the  coun- 
ty, by  the  Judges  of  said  election,  and  deposited  as  now  re- 
quired by  law,  and  shall  not  be  exhibited  or  delivered  to  nor 
inspected  by  any  person,  unless  on  a  contested  election,  and 
under  the  express  order  of  the  court,  committee  of  the  Senate 
or  House  of  Delegates  of  the  State,  or  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States,  or  by  an  officer  designated  and 
appointed  by  such  authority,  specifying  the  number  on  the  bal- 
lot or  ballots  to  be  inspected,  after  evidence  has  been  given  to 
prove  the  person  casting  it  not  to  be  a  legal  voter,  or  direct- 
ing a  recount  of  the  ballots  upon  evidence  impeaching  the  ac- 
curacy of  the  count  of  the  Judges  of  Election,  and  no  copy  or 
inspection  of  the  poll  book  shall  be  given,  except  on  the  order 
of  the  authorit}^  named  in  this  section. 

Sec.  19.  Be  it  enacted,  That  the  officers  of  registration 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  more  fully  whether  any  per- 
son is  disqualified  under  the  fourth  section  of  Article  first  the 
Constitution,  shall,  if  such  person's  right  is  challenged,  or 
they  have  not  personal  knowledge,  propound  the  following 
among  other  questions  :  Have  you  ever  given  aid  to  the  re- 
bellion by  advice,  by  giving  or  sending  information  ?  have 
ynu  ever  given  or  sent  money,  clothing,  provisions,  medicine 
or  any  munitions  of  war  to  persons  engaged  in  the  rebellion  ? 
have  you  ever  given  shelter  or  protection  to  persons  engaged 
in  the  rebellion  ?  have  you  ever  advised  or  encouraged  any 
person  to  enter  the  rebel  service  ?  have  you  ever  assisted  any 
one  to  enter  such  service  by  furnishing  them  with  money 
provisions,  advice,  letters  or  information  ?  have  you  ever  in 
conversation  or  by  writing,  justified  those  engaged  in  enter- 
ing into  the  rebellion  ?  have  you  ever  expressed  a  wish  or 
desire  for  the  success  of  the  rebel  arms  or  for  the  defeat  of  the 
Union  arms?  have  you  ever  rejoiced  over  any  of  the  successes 
of  the  rebel  arms  or  defeats  of  the  Union  arms  ?  have  you 
ever  desired  or  wished  that  the  rebel  forces  might  defeat  the 
Union  forces  ? 

Sec.  20.  Be  it  enacted,  That  the  Clerks  of  the  Circuit 
Courts  of  the  several  counties  and  the  Superior  Court  of  Bal- 
timore city  shall  permit  examinations  of  the  register  of 
names,  and  the  register  or  lists  of  voters  to  be  made  only  in 
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the  mannef  therein  prescribed,  or  in  the  manner  allowed, 
in  relation  to  other  records  of  his  office  and  in  his  presence 
or  in  the  presence  of  his  deputy. 

Sec.  21.  Be  it  enacted,  That  the  Judges  of  Election  may 
exclude  from  voting  any  person  whose  name  may  appear  on 
the  list  or  register  of  voters  if  of  their  own  knowledge  or  on 
the  testimony  of  disinterested  witnesses,  who  are  legal  voters, 
they  shall  he  satisfied. that  such  person  is  not  a  legal  voter 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  first  Article  of  the  Consti- 
tution or  Laws  of  the  State,  and  in  case  of  any  such  rejection 
they  shall  notify  the  officers  or  officer  of  registration  within 
ten  days  thereafter' furnishing  with  the  name  or  names  of  the 
person  or  persons  on  whose  testimony  such  vote  was  rejected, 
and  the  Judges  of  Elections  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  and  duties  heretofore  held  and  exercised  by  them  not 
in  conflict  with  the  Constitution,  or  the  provisions  of  this 
Act. 

Sec.  22,  Be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  officer  of  registration 
shall  knowingly,  corruptly  and  fraudently  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  Article  first  of  the  Constitution  or  of  this  Act, 
permit  the  name  of  any  disqualified  person  to  be  entered  on 
the  list  or  register  of  qualified  voters,  or  exclude  therefrom 
the  name  of  any  qualified  voter,  he  shall  upon  conviction 
thereof  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  oifence,  and  shall  be 
disqualified  from  holding  any  office  of  honor,  profit  or  trust 
and  from  exercising  the  elective  franchise  in  this  State. 

Sec.  23.  Be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  Clerk  of  any  court  with 
whom  the  books  and  lists  herein  provided  are  required  to  be 
deposited,  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  or 
make  any  alterations  in  said  books  or  lists,  or  sufi"er  the  same 
to  be  done  by  others,  except  as  herein  provided  for,  or  shall 
neglect  any  of  the  duties  herein  imposed  on  him,  he  shall  on 
conviction  thereof,  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one 
hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  be  there- 
after disqualified  from  voting  or  holding  any  other  office  of 
honor,   profit  or  trust. 

Sec.  24.  Be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  Judge  of  Election  shall 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  of  the  first  Arti- 
cle of  the  Constitution,  relating  to  the  elective  franchise,  he 
shall  on  conviction  thereof  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred,  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and 
shall  be  disqualified  from  holding  office  and  voting. 

Sec.  25.  Be  It  enacted,  That  any  person  taking  the  oath 
herein  required,  or  swearing  falsely  in  relation  to  matters 
connected  therewith,  shall  on  conviction  thereof,  be  deemed 
guilty  of  perjury,  and  shall  be  sentenced  to  the  Penitentiary 
for  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  eight  years,  and  be  dis- 
qualified from  voting  and  holding  office. 
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
